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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


introduction 


The statistics published in thts bulletin 
are the first In a new serfes tntroduced to 
enable industriat accident statistics to be 
compffed on a comparable basis for each State 
and Austratta. From 1981-82 onwards, the 
statistics represent all Industrial accidents or 
diseases involving time lost from work of one 
day or more occurrtng during the year ended 30 
June. For a parttcular year of record ended 30 
June reports.of finaltsed cases are recefved 
progresstvely from tnsurers up to the end of 
September after which time reports are provided 
for unffnalised cases. The data are not 
comparable with those published [n previous 
Issues of this bulletin. 


Scope 


2. Workers covered by the Western Australfan 
Workers! Compensation and Ass{stance Act 1981, 
are fncluded fn the statistics. tndustrtal 
accidents resutting tn the death of, or tnjury 
to, self-employed persons and persons employed 
by the Conmonweaith Government are not Included. 


3. The excluston of self-employed persons fs 
ltkely to have constderable effect tn tndustrtfes 
where self-employment ts signiffcant (eq, retatl 
trade, rural [ndustrfes). Because of the 
exctusfon of Commonwealth Government employees 
same tndustries are not covered (eg, defence 
forces and communication). 


Coverage 


4. Reports relating to accident claims are 
forwarded to the Australlan Bureau of Statistics 
by the Workers’ Assistance Commission whitch 
obtatns the f[nformatton from tnsurers and 
self-tnsurers under authority of the Workers' 


Compensatton and Assistance Act 1981. The 


accuracy of collection coverage (fe whether 
reports of atl acctdents [nvolving time lost 
from work of one day or more are actually 
submitted to the Workers' Assistance Comlsston) 
Is very difficult to control because of the 
diverse adninistrative systems maintained by the 
sInsurers. The data should be used with the 
knowledge that coverage between years may not be 
consistent and this may affect the validity of 
statistical trends which becane apparent.

Definittons 
5. 
(a) Industria! Acctdent. An industrial acctdent 


Is any work Injury or disease compensable under 
the provistons of the State Workers! 


Compensation and Assistance Act 1981 which 


causes the death of the employee or absence from 
work for one day (or shift) or more. The term 
also [fncludes compenseble acclidents which occur 
when travelling between place of resfdence and 
workplace (journey cases) and those which occur 
during work breaks (recess cases). Journey, 
recess and disease cases have been excluded from 
data shown [n these tables. 


An tndustrial ‘disease’ Is dIistingulshable 
from an taccldent' because of one or more of the 
following characteristics: 


! the slow and protracted nature of [ts cause; 


tf [ts asertbalfty to repeated or continuous 
action of a mechanical, physical or chemical 
nature. It ts not the effect of a single event 
but of a cause acting imperceptibly and 
constantly; 


ttt the uncertatn time of tts begInntng; 


(b) Reopened Claim. An fndustrfal accident 
which has been previously treated as finz'tsea 
but for whitch the Insurer accepts that furtner 
Incapacity, additional medical treatment or time 
lost from work are directly attributable to the 
ortgtnal accident. Clatms which are finalised 
and reopened [tn the current year are counted 
only once [n the tables. Any additional costs 
or time lost Incurred have been Included [n jhe 
data shown In these tables. 


(c) Estimated Clalm- A clalm which has not beer 
finallsed prltor to the cutoff date for 
publication of these statistics. In these cases 
insurers submit a report tn which detalls of 
total time lost, cost and outcome are estimated. 
Detafis of time lost and cost for estimated 
clalms have been excluded from data shown {fn 
tables. 


(d) Cost of Claim. Includes compensation for 
wages and salarfes lost, for hospital and 
medical expenses and lump sum settlements 
CIncluding payments made under common law). 


(e) Time Lost. The actual time lost fran work. 
Where several perlods of absence occur [t Is the 
sum of these pertods. 


(f) Fatal Accidents or Disease. Cases where 
death results from a compensable accident or 
disease. Includes cases where an employee has 
subsequently died as a result of injurtes 
recelved at work, as well as cases where an 
employee is ktlled at work. 


(g) Permanent Disabliltty. Is an tnjury or 
disease which does not cause death but results 
In the complete loss or toss of use of any 
member or any part of any member of the body, or 
any permanent impairment of functions of the 
body or part thereof. 


(h) Temporary Disabttity. Is an [nJury or 
disease which does not result [n death or a 
permanent disabf{ity. 


Classifications 
6. 


(a) Industry Classification. The workplace of 


the employee Is classtfted [{n accordance with 


the 1978 edition of the Australtan Standard 


(ndustrfal Classtficatton (ASIC). 


(b) Type of Accli dent. The classification Is 
based on recommendations made by the 
International Labour Office. 


The ‘Type of accident’ Is defined by the 
International Labour Office as (f) the manner of 
contact of the Injured person with the object or 
substance; or (If) the exposure or movement of 
the Injured person which resulted In the Injury. 


(c) Agency of Accident. The classt{fication ‘Is 
based on recommendations made by the 
internatfonal Labour Office. 


The "Agency of accident’ Is the. object, 
substance or circumstance most closely 
assoctated with the [Injury and which, tn 
general, could have been guarded against or 
corrected. A distinction should be made between 
the agency of Injury and agency of accident, 
eg-, a fire damp exploston may result In a miner 
being crushed by a falling beam. In this 
Instance the agency of [njury I[s the beam but 


the agency of accident [s the matertal 
responsIble for the exploston. 


(d) Nature of Injury and Disease. The 
classification [{s based on appropriate chapters 
of the Ninth Revision (1975) of the World Health 
Organisation's "International Statistical 


Classification of Diseases, Injurles and Causes 
of Death' adjusted, where necessary, to ensure 


classification to the princlpal orliainal injury. 


(e) Bodily Location of I{njury. The classif- 


Icatfon [Is broadly comparable to that 
recommended by the Itnternatlona! Labour Office. 


(f) Occupation Classification. Detalls of 
occupation have been classiffed [n accordance 
wlth the 1976 Population Census Classification 
of Occupations.
